Missions 


During the war a vast number of 
cargoes of lend lease supplies of all kinds 
left this country for use overseas. By 
this means the sinews of war were nour- 
ished until the victory had been won. 
Since the cessation of hostilities car- 
goes of postwar necessities have been 
sent that they might aid in bringing life 
back to normal or in some measure alle- 
viate the pain and pinch of need as con- 
ditions still sway under the violence of 
wat. 

The Marine Lynx moving from the 
dock in San Francisco to head for dis- 
tant shores, for the third time carrying 
a special cargo Cor, in this case, passen- 
ger list) of missionaries, was not, by far, 
taking the least important export item 
this country can offer a needy world. 
On its third trip across the Pacific with 
missionaries, representing practically all 
denominations, with their equipment 
and haggage, that small ship, as ships 
go, carried a precious cargo, the church’s 
main and most important contribution 
to needy souls, who, though suffering 
many needs, have the greatest need, that 
for the Bread of Life, our Lord and 
Saviour. 

It is considered noble of a draftee to 
submit to the charge of his Government 
and be sent anywhere it so orders. We 
would not disparage that sacrifice on 
the altar of national necessity. But a 
missionary is a volunteer in the service 
of his Lord, whose “kingdom is not of 
this world,” whose G.I. bill of rights, 
so to speak, at the end of service, is a 
“Well done, though good and faithful 
servant, enter thou into the joy of thy 


Lord.” 


The writer recently attended a mis- 
sionary convention of another denomi- 
nation, one, at first mention of which, 
some would doubtless take for granted 
would be more interested in education 
than evangelization, but which, in fact, 
in that convention was pre-eminently 
concerned with the spreading of the 
gospel, the main theme being the need 
of consecration—consecration to go and 
consecration to give—and for the con- 
version of lost souls to the Redeemer 


Lord. 


To quote one speaker, who in turn 
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was quoting from a leader in still an- 
other denomination, often thought of 
as still less evangelical, “The greatest 
hindrance to missions is the condition 
of the church at home.” That diagnosis 
might be applied to our own com- 
munion. With us there seems to be 
plenty of young folk to go, but the 
means to send them are limited. Our 
own movement does remarkably well 
when compared to some others, but it 
is not yet the leader in missions giving 
per capita. 

“Whosoever shall call upon the name 
of the Lord shall be saved. How shall 
they call on him in whom they have 
not believed? And how shall they be- 
lieve in him of whom they have not 
heard? and how shall they hear with- 
out a preacher? And how shall they 
preach, except they be sent? (Rom. 10: 
13-15). Thus questions the Apostle 
Paul. 


A boat load of missionaries pulling 
out from shore and heading across the 
Pacific is a challenge to the church to- 
day. No matter what else the group at 
home may accomplish in buildings, 
crowd growing, youth training, and out- 
ward success, if the job of carrying the 
gospel is done in smaller measure than 
could an all-out effort in going and giv- 
ing accomplish, that much we have 
failed. 

Missions is not a charity child of the 
church. Missions is not an extra curri- 
cular activity of the movement. It is a 
vital part. A strong church in the home- 
land is needed, but it will be the stronger 
for a vision of missions. Physicians tell 
us a person must have a reason for liv- 
ing or when ill his chances for recovery 
are minimized. So the church, and so 
our movement. Our local growth and 
development is not an end in itself. If 
so, weakness has set in. 


How foreign is foreign missions in 
the sight of God? Are Congo Belge or 
Patagonia farther from the sight of God 
than our home assembly? They may be 
theologically, but He is everywhere. “If 
I take the wings of the morning and 
dwell in the uttermost parts of the sea, 
even there thy right hand shall hold me” 
(Ps. 139:9). Jesus died to save souls 


in all the world—Timbuktu and Toledo, | 
Nepal and New York. The earth is. 
round. In God’s sight there are no dis- | 
tant corners. Wherever His children 
are, heaven and earth are close together , 
in the union of the believer and His 


Lord. 


Missions will join the earth and 
heaven at many points in a weld of 
worship and blessing as new souls are 
shown the Lamb of God, blinded eyes of 
heathendom are opened to the Light 
of the world, and pagan ways give place 
to Christian conduct. He’s coming soon. 
How soon we do not know. But as soon | 
as all who shall be are saved and the 
program is complete—“Some from every | 
tribe and nation will be there.” 


May God use the missionaries whe 
have gone to new lands to carry His 
gospel, and may the church at home 
come behind in no way in fulfilling its: 
part of the program. As the home base 
for “Operations missions” may it supply 
the need of gospel expeditions into terri- 


tory of unfriendly conditions, both spir 
itual and physical. —M.M.

ations of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 


These principalities and powers — 
hese spiritual hosts of wickedness — 
whese world rulers of this present dark- 
hess are all bound together in a vast 
Satanic intrigue against the human race.

ence into the scene. As God expresses 
His pleasure over the integrity and up- 
rightness of a man named Job, Satan re- 
veals his evil design to do all in his 
power to alienate man from God. Again 
we mount the stairs of the centuries 
pausing only when we come to banks 
of the river Hiddekel in ancient Baby- 
lon. Daniel has been praying for three 
weeks and he is. now listening to the 
voice of an angelic being speaking to 
him, “Fear not,: Daniel, from the first 
day . . . thy words were heard . . . but 
the prince of. the kingdom of Persia 
withstood me . . .” Principalities and 
powers, world rulers of this present dark- 
ness hindering the: prayers of God’s peo- 
ple. Coming a little farther back along 
the corridors of time we stop by the 
banks of another river, the Jordan. John 
is announcing, “Behold the Lamb of 
God which taketh away the sin of the 
world.” This is the man who is pre- 
viewed in prophecy as the “Lion of the 
tribe of Judah . . .,” the One who would 
rule the world in Justice and Righteous- 
ness. Again we see the great Satanic 
intrigue as Jesus is tempted to gain His 
goal through counterfeit means. We 
travel quickly now and take a_ brief 
panoramic view of the history of the 
church, and we see a continuous record 
of maneuvering and plotting by the 
forces of evil to gain an advantage over 
the church. “Lest Satan should get an 
advantage over us, for we are not ignor- 
ant of his devices,” writes Paul. We have 
some advantages in this warfare against 
the spiritual hosts of wickedness. Our 
advantages lie in the knowledge of some 
of the devices that are used against us, 
and in knowing about ourselves—becom- 
ing familiar with the rivers of human 
tendencies that flow within us. Let us 
look at the latter advantage first. Before 
sin entered, the whole being of man was 
centered around God. Man’s spirit was 
active, and was ever pointing and lead- 
ing him toward God. When sin entered, 
the spirit of man became dormant or 
dead, and man’s body, his senses, took 
over the function of governing in the 
place of his spirit. In other words, he 
lost his God-consciousness and become 


ego-centric or conscious of himself. His 
world revolved around himself. All 
questions are now settled on the basis of 
what effect it will have upon himself. 
The outgrowth of this is selfishness in 
all of its varied manifestations. Though 
at times there is a stirring within him- 
self of better things, yet, because he is 
governed by the senses, he is unable to 
conduct his life along the principles he 
knows to be right. Romans 7 gives point 
to this fact. The Scriptures say he is 
carnal. He loves himself. He loves ease. 
He loves to be important. He loves to 
“show off.” If anything should hinder or 
keep him from these things, he reacts 
against whatever it may be that hinders. 
Satan uses this reaction to keep people 
from making a complete consecration 
to God. Sometimes, even after our lives 
have been transformed through accept- 
ance of the atonement of Christ, and our 
spirits are made alive and vital again, 
we fall back into the old way of allow- 
ing ourselves to be governed by the 
senses. We do not want our bodily com- 
forts disturbed, so we hesitate to make a 
complete consecration—one that involves 
sacrifice and cross-bearing—to the Lord. 
Can we not see the plotting and plan- 
ning of the forces of evil in this to keep 
us from effective living for God? Paul 
saw those possibilities and actualities 
Cwe have learned the theory from him. 

. the practical demonstration we find 
in ourselves) and cried out, “I beseech 
you therefore by the mercies of God,” 
those marvelous truths of regeneration, 
justification, and sanctification, “that 
ye present your bodies a living sac- 
rifice, set apart for the use of God, 
which is acceptable to God, and which 
is your spiritual worship.” If you are 
ruled by the Spirit, which brings you 
into vital contact with God under the 
vivifying power of His Spirit, you will 
not be gripped by the evil-eyed mon- 
ster of jealousy, that devourer and 
destroyer of fellowship among God’s 
people. You will not be critical one of 
another, until all you can see is one 
another’s defects, and the effect of the 
moving of God is minimized because 
each one knows that God cannot move 


through the other, for the other has 
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so many defects and imperfections. No 
longer will selfwill, stubbornness and 
unteachableness be characteristic of you 
if you refuse to live in the realm of 
carnality and ascend into the higher 
realms of spirituality. To live in the 
realm of the carnal is to give assent 
and lend co-operation to the wicked 
plots and intrigues of the satanic powers. 


These intrigues and plans and evil 
devices are sometimes so interwoven in 
the fabric of our impulses and reason- 
ings as to be almost indistinguishable 
from them. But, thank God, “we are not 
ignorant of his devices.” Someone has 
said that Satan’s devices are discourage- 
ment, division, and distraction. He 
takes these carnal tendencies which we 
have and into them he weaves this 
unholy pattern. If discouragement fails 
to bring the desired defeat of spirituality 
in a spiritual people, then he tries divis- 
ion, and he plays the minor chord of 
jealousy, criticism, and back-biting, and 
hurt feelings until we become inflamed 
with the fever of it all and the church is 
seized with the sickness of division and 
strife. No wonder Paul writes to the 
Romans in this vein, “Mark them which 
cause divisions and offenses among you, 
and avoid them.” They are the unwit- 
ting tools of satanic intrigue. If Satan 
cannot effect division (too often he is 
successful), he goes on to distraction. 
He would distract us from our great 
purpose of serving God. To do this he 
causes us to pay more attention to the 
matters of administration in the church 
than to the vision of winning souls to 
God. Ritual, ceremony, and symbolism 
become the challenge of the day rather 
than personal worship and contact with 
God. He causes us to treat minor mat- 
ters at though they were the goal of 
our whole endeavor. Or he would cause 
us to stress as major doctrines in our 
theology, things of which there is little 
or no mention in the Scriptures. Oh, 
yes, the satanic intrigue is very sub- 
tile . . . he comes as an “angel of light” 
suggesting that we take the good things 
of God, pervert them, and dissipate 
their effectiveness by expending them 
upon the whims and fancies of our 
feelings. 


Not all of the plans, projects, and 
plottings in the spiritual realms are 
negative and destructive. Up above the 
atmosphere of the world rulers of this

[his assertion makes it necessary tO ex- 
‘plain what is meant by. the word acci- 


dent. A definition we favored is, “Any 


unforeseen or unplanned occurrences 
that interrupt or interfere with orderly 


progress of the activity in question.” 


Two important features are “unplanned” 
P P 
and “interruption.”

lhad certain procedures which it fol- 
| lowed in establishing and maintaining 


safety. One procedure was meeting with 


jeach group of new employees for one 
fhour on the day it commenced work. 


The writer, who was a safety engineer, 
idescribed numerous hazards, warned 
against the common unsafe acts, and set 


forth certain rules of conduct. At the 
‘start of the talk the new employee was 


welcomed as a fellow-worker, and it was 


_ impressed upon his mind that his de- 
| cision to become a part of “Hendy” was 


important. One-third of his waking 


| hours would be spent at the plant and 
| his welfare was greatly dependent upon 
) the welfare of his new employer. 


There was a daily plant inspection 


i by the Safety Engineering Department. 


It took a lot of walking and observing

An Industrial Safety Engineer Points Out Every Christian’s Part in 


ACCIDENT PREVENTION IN THE CHURCH

driven machines, assembly lines, foun- 
dry activity, tool making, drilling, ream- 
ing, boring, material-moving, welding, 
sand - blasting, planing, heat - treating, 
cleaning, painting, dissembling, repair, 
maintenance, gear cutting, machining, 
practically every kind and degree of 
industrial activity. 

Two things for which we were al- 
ways alert were (1) unsafe acts, and 
(2) unsafe conditions. The unsafe acts 
on the part of the employees were attri- 
butable to numerous causes:—inexpe- 
rience, poor judgment, disobedience, 
attention distracted, chance taking, 
haste, temper. The unsafe conditions 
were mechanically unguarded ma- 
chines, poorly-designed machines, bad 
storage of material, congestion, defective 
tools, bad ventilation and lighting, in- 
effective personal safety equipment such 
as goggles, masks, etc. 

We appointed safety captains among 
the employees; several in each building. 
They were on the look-out for hazards 
and were privileged to make suggestions 
to individuals who were offenders. 
Usually the safety captain reported his 
observations to the safety engineer. 

There were two-hour classes each 
week for 12 weeks held for the pur- 
poses of teaching foremen accident pre- 
vention. These classes were mandatory 
so far as the foremen were concerned. 
They were under the supervision of 
Stanford University as a part of the 
Federal Government's training program 
within industry. Every foreman was 
directly responsible for the safety of his 
employees; he was virtually a safety 
engineer. 

Now to draw an analogy or compari- 
son between the subject of accident pre- 
vention in industry and accident preven- 
tion in the church, for Christians, parti- 
cularly those newly come into Christian 
fellowship, meet with accidents. 

Let us refer to the definition of an 
accident to see if it applies, “Any un- 
foreseen or unplanned occurrence that 
interrupts or interferes with orderly 
progress of the activity in question. 
The activity here is Christian living. 


As surely as there is a wastage of hu- 
man values through accident in industry, 
so, too, is there a wastage of spiritual 
values through accident in Christian 
life. The numerical losses, either tem- 
porary or permanent, among church 
membership are heavy. And it is pos- 
sible to reduce this large proporiion 
through study, adinonition, guidance, 
and supervision. Remember always that 
many, many who encounter these inter- 
ferences and interruptions are young 
folks of exceptional promise. This moy- 
ing out and away from the church is not 
planned or foreseen; it is accidental, and 
it should be treated as such. 

In the catagory of unsafe acts, here 
are some that are to be observed and 
avoided: unplanned laxness in church 
attendance, unintentional failure to read 
and study God’s. Word, unforeseen loss 
of interest in most church activities, per 
functory prayer or none in the home, 
trying to hold on to the pleasures of the 
world, poor judgment and bad deci- 
sion, unplanned disobedience of God's 
moral laws, disregard for man’s laws, 
lack of self-discipline, and wrong as- 
sociates. 

And there are unsafe conditions with- 
in the church. I will mention some of 
them without further comment; you 
will recognize them: modernism, lack 
of reverence, dissension, absence of 


God’s power. 


Perhaps we can lay some responsi- 
bility upon management; for the church 
organization has executive direction and 
management just as surely as industry 
has them. Management in the church 
is the duty of the pastor and board of 
deacons. Also it evolves upon the direc- 
tor or leader of young people's activities 
and upon the Sunday school superin- 
tendent and staff. You can name off a 
number of their duties readily: inter- 
esting instruction, vital messages, zeal- 
ous leadership, earnest prayer, careful 
admonition, inspirational services. 

Fellow church members are not free 
from responsibility in the matter of ac- 
cidents to those who fall away. Are you 
living an exemplary Christian life? At- 
tending services regularly? Supporting 
your church financially? Manifesting 
loving kindness? Extending a feeling of 
Christian fellowship? 

There was an expression that we used 
frequently at work. It was this, “No

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THE “GREAT TRUMPET” OF ISAIAH 27:13

The age in which we live is the 
church age. God is not dealing with 
Israel, as a nation, at the present time. 
The middle wall of partition is down 
between the Jews and Gentiles. Eph. 
2:14. God’s clock, as has frequently 
been said, so far as Israel is concerned, 
stopped when the nation rejected and 
crucified the Son of God. At that time 
the sixty-ninth week of Daniel came to 
an end. The church age has been fitted 
by God into a parenthesis between the 
sixty-ninth and seventieth weeks. How 
long this parenthesis will last we have 
not been told, and we have no means 
of ascertaining. Our Lord made it very 
clear when He was here in the flesh 
that “of that day and hour knoweth no 
man.” Matt. 24:36. The parenthesis 
will end when the church age shall come 
to a close, and the church age will end 
with the rapture of the saints, which 
will be the first stage of the second ad- 
vent of Christ. We believe that the 
signs of the times indicate that the 
rapture is very near. The instruction 
of our Lord is that we should be ready 
at all times, and that we should contin- 
ually be on the alert, for “the Son of 
man cometh at an hour when ye think 
not.” Luke 12:40. 


It is interesting to watch the progress 
of events, and to mark the fact that the 
trend is toward the final goal when the 
saints of the church age shall all have 
been gathered home, the storm of the 
tribulation shall have spent its fury, 
the Davidic throne shall have been re- 
established, and the kingdom age shall 
have been ushered in. There is to be a 
fulfilment of all the prophecies that 
have not yet been fulfilled. Not one 
single prophecy can fail. While God 
is not dealing with Israel as a nation, 
He is preserving Israel, and the preser- 
vation of the nation in the midst of the 
nations that have sought to destroy it 
has been one of the most outstanding, 
if not the most outstanding miracle of 
all the ages, if we except the miracle of 
the resurrection of our Lord which is 
to be regarded as the greatest display of 
omnipotence that we have any record of. 
See Eph. 1:20. The preservation of 
Israel in the midst of the tumultuous na- 
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tions was typified by the preservation 
of Jonah after he was thrown overboard 


- and swallowed by: the “great fish” that 


“the Lord had prepared.” Jonah 1:17. 
Jonah supposed that he was coming to 
the end of his earthly life and ministry; 
but his greatest and most successful 
ministry was to follow. Through his 
preaching, the whole city of Nineveh 
was humbled in sackcloth before Jeho- 
vah, the God of Jonah, and, as a result 
of repentance, was spared. After our 
Lord shall have come and shall have set 
up the Davidic throne, Israel will carry 
the message of life to the nations; and 
success such as attended Jonah’s min- 
istry in Nineveh, will attend Israel's 
efforts to evangelize the world. 


In the meantime Israel is to be re- 
gathered. Not only the Jews, but all 
Israel. We know not where the ten 
tribes, frequently spoken of as “the lost 
tribes,” are at the present time. But 
God knows where they aze, and He will 
regather them, as well as the Jews. We 
are sometimes told that all the tribes 
of Israel are included at the present time 
in that class of people known to us as 
the Jews. But this does not seem to be 
the teaching of the Word which dis- 
tinguishes between “the dispersed of 
Judah” and “the outcasts of Israel,” the 
former undoubtedly meaning the Jews 
and the latter the ten tribes. Isa. 11:12. 
And this passage most certainly has 
reference to the final regathering, as the 
prophecy has never been fulfilled. The 
ten tribes were carried away into cap- 
tivity approximately one hundred and 
fifty years before Judah was carried 
away by Nebuchadnezzar in the days 
of Zedekiah. ‘There was a return of the 
Jews after the seventy years of captivity, 
but there was no return of the people 
of the northern kingdom. So this 
prophecy awaits fulfilment. In Isaiah 
27:12 we read, “Ye shall be gathered 
one by one, O ye children of Israel.” Dr. 
Henry Cowles in his Commentary on 
Isaiah says, “It is not precisely ‘gathered 
one by one,’ but rather one to one.—i.e., 
one to another; brought together from 
their dispersions. The blowing of the 
Lord's great trumpet is the signal for 
this assembling of the outcast and almost 


perishing exiles. Restored, they worship | 
the Lord (as their fathers did) in the} 
holy mount at Jerusalem.” This inter-; 
pretation is in harmony with the mar; 
ginal rendering in the Revised Version, 
and is probably correct. Israel will not} 
be brought back to Palestine “one by 
one,” but will be brought together, one 
to one, from the four corners of the 
earth. 


It appears to us that this regathering | 
has already been begun. It is certainly | 
interesting to watch present-day develop- 
ments. Some wonder what the ultimate : 
outcome of the trouble in the Holy Land | 
is going to be. Will the land be parti-- 
tioned? Will the Jews get a part and! 
the Arabs a part? What kind of an 
agreement will be entered into? If the | 
country is to be divided between the: 
Jews and the Arabs, will the Jews get 
Jerusalem or will the Arabs get it? It’ 
Jerusalem is to be divided, a part giver | 
to the Jews and a part to the Arabs, will! 
the Jews get the sacred precincts where : 
the Temple once stood and where the? 
Mosque of Omar now stands, or will) 
the Arabs get this coveted spot? We de) 
not know everything, but this we know” 
no agreement that may be made will) 
stand unless the entire land is given to) 
Israel. It has been asserted that the: 
Arabs as well as the Jews are the de- 
scendants of Abraham. But the Word! 
of God makes it clear that God said, “In. 
Isaac shall thy seed be called.” Not to} 
the seed of Ishmael, but to the seed of ’ 
Isaac did God promise to give the land! 
wherein Abraham was a stranger. And| 
God will keep His word. So the entire’ 
land will someday be the possession of ° 
“the dispersed of Judah” and “the out-- 
casts of Israel” when they shall have: 
been regathered to the land of promise. 


We appear to be living in very mo-- 
mentous days. Surely we shall not be | 
here much longer. Surely the coming | 
of the Lord draweth nigh. Surely the | 
“last trump” that Paul speaks of in 1, 
Corinthians 15:52 will soon be heard 
by those whose hearts are in tune with 
God; and the first stage of the first resur- 
rection will take place, and all the pre- 
pared ones among us will go up to meet 
Jesus in the air. The storm of the tribu-. 
lation will then burst upon the earth, 
and, at the end of that terrific period of 
unparalleled suffering, the second stage : 
of our Lord’s second advent will take : 


place; the prophecy of Zechariah 14:4. 
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will be fulfilled, and then will come to 
pass what our Lord has foretold in Mat- 
thew 24:13, “And He shall send His 
angels with a great sound of a trumpet, 
and they shall gather together His elect 
from the four winds, from one end of 
heaven to the other.” Efforts to make 
the “elect” of this prophetic utterance 
mean the “elect” of the church will nec- 
essarily fail. There is no reference what- 
soever here to the elect of the church 
age. At the time of the fulfilment of 
this prophecy the church will not have 
been on the earth for at least seven years. 
The last week of Daniel will have run 
its course, and the time will have come 
for the setting up of the kingdom of 
the Son of man. If the teachers who 
have taught that the “elect” of Mat- 
thew 24:13 are the “elect” of the church 
age had been as familiar with their 
Bible as they should have been they 
would not have fallen into this error. 
The trumpet our Lord speaks of is not 
“the last trump” of 1 Corinthians 15: 
52 which is the same as “the trump of 
God” of 1 Thessalonians 4:16, but rather 
“the great trumpet” Isaiah makes men- 
tion of in Isaiah 27:13, “And it shall 
come to pass in that day, that the great 
trumpet shall be blown, and they shall 
come which were ready to perish in the 
land of Assyria, and the outcasts in the 
land of Egypt, and shall worship the 
Lord in the holy mount at Jerusalem.” 
That the reference in this passage is 
to the final regathering is evident from 
the preceding verse in which we read, 
“Ye shall be gathered one by one,” or, 
as we have seen the meaning is, one to 
one, or, one to another, “O ye children 
of Israel.” This preceding verse should 
be regarded as proving conclusively that 
the text has no reference to the church 
saints whatsoever, but that it refers ex- 
clusively to Israel. It will be seen that 
a correct knowledge of dispensational 
truth is essential to a correct understand- 
ing and interpretation of the Scriptures, 
and it will also be seen how a failure to 
‘compare Scripture with Scripture, and 
interpret Scripture in the light of Scrip- 
ture, has led, and is leading, many astray 
in their understanding of the Word. 


The Holy Spirit has told us in 2 Peter 
1:20 that “no prophecy of the Scripture 


is of any private interpretation,” the 
meaning being that it must not be sep- 
arated from its context, and from other 
passages that relate to the same subject, 
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INFALLIBLE FAITH 


The famous evangelist Sam P. Jones 
once came to Meridian to conduct a 
city-wide revival campaign. He was the 
guest of Mr. Link P. Brown, whose 
prayers were the dread of saloon-keepers 
and law-breakers for a score of years.

and made to teach what these other pas- 
sages, taken as a whole, do not teach. 


A good brother came to me quite re- 
cently, thinking he had found some- 
thing in the Word I had never seen. It 
convinced him that the church is sched- 
uled to go through the tribulation, and 
he thought it would doubtless convince 
me. He took it for granted that I had 
never seen it; how otherwise, he rea- 
soned, could I believe that the rapture 
will precede the tribulation? But when 
I had pointed out to him the dispensa- 
tional setting of the passage, and showed 
him that it has no reference to the 
church saints whatsoever, he saw things 
in a different light. 

The rapture may take place at any 
moment. But the revelation that we 
read of in Revelation, the nineteenth 
chapter, cannot take place until Daniel’s 
seventieth week shall have run its course. 
Then Christ will come in glory. May 
we go up to meet Him at the rapture, 
and come down with Him at the reve- 
lation!

Brown again into “Peniel,” and spread 
this telegram also before the Lord. After 
hours of prayer, Brother Brown was as- 
sured that there was something wrong 
with the telegram, and that the daughter 
would recover. Then that man of prayer 
arose, went in his quiet way to the tele- 
graph office and sent this message: 
“There is something wrong about wire 
received. God promised restoration.” 

That telegram passed another from 
Cartersville to Brother Brown which 
said in substance that Sam Jones’ daugh- 
ter was better. And she continued to im- 
prove until she was well. 

Some friend of the family had heard 
that the end was near, and had wired 
the death message to their friend. 

How few Christians would dare to 
challenge a telegram announcing a 


death! Whose faith would not give way 


before such a telegram? How few of us 


persist in importuning God until we are 
prepared to receive the holy gifts which 
His love bestows. Oh that we all might 
enter more largely into our sacred rights 
in prayer.

The President’s Annual Report 


Another six months of full time C.A. 
activity has drawn to a close. We hum- 
bly praise the Lord for the way He has 
blessed. and multiplied every effort put 
forth for Him. Immediately following 
the summer convention your president 
attended the international Youth for 
Christ convention at Minneapolis, en 
route to the Eastern Canadian District 
where he was evening speaker at the 
first youth conference to be held in 
Canada. Time would not permit tell- 
ing of the God-given results of this meet- 
ing, suffice it to say the Lord showed 
Himself mighty to the overthrowing of 
the stronghold of Satan. 

Rushing back from eastern Canada 
we were ready for our own youth con- 
ference at Asilomar. Reports still con- 
tinue to filter in telling of the lasting 
stabilizing, reviving effect this summer 
conference has had in the lives of our 
Pentecostal youth. Should Jesus tarry 
we believe that these conferences will 
continue to be larger and more spirit- 
ually edifying year by year. 

Throughout the year the clothing for 
China project has been co-sponsored 
with the Women’s Missionary Council 
and approximately 250 barrels of cloth- 
ing for China Relief have been sent. 
We wish to express appreciation to the 
First Assembly of God Church of Oak- 
land for their magnanimous part in 
becoming a depot for the receiving and 
sending of this clothing. The women of 
the local W.M.C. have greatly assisted 
in making this clothing ready. It is now 
too difficult for them to aid longer in 
this respect and we have accepted the 
offer of our Brother Franklin Murray 
to avail ourselves of the facilities soon 
to be made ready in what once was the 
Tenth Avenue Baptist Church of Oak- 
land and which Brother Murray is re- 
pairing and making into an Assembly of 
God edifice. Thus the depot for cloth- 
ing for China Relief will in all prob- 
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ability be the Tenth Avenue Church of 
Oakland. 

Our goal set at the beginning of the 
year for Speed the Light was for $1000 
for each of five missionary couples or a 
total of $5000. This goal we topped by 
over $1700 or a sum total of $6,724.58; 
thus we became next to the highest dis- 
trict in Speed the Light giving for the 
year. 

Many groups became 1-,2-,3-,4-,5-, 
and even 600 per cent givers in this 
project. Lest we may overlook some we 
shall refrain from the mention of names 
of groups at this time, but we do appre- 
ciate every effort and every sacrifice in 
this respect.

These God-called soul-loving missionary 
Christ’s Ambassadors who have had no 
district they could call their own will 
be the recipients of this $1000 for Speed 
the Light equipment.

employee has the right to do anything 


which. may harm a_ fellow-worker.” 
Paraphrase it and it reads, “no one 
identified with the church has the right 
to do anything which may harm a 
fellow-Christian.” 

A phase of safety engineering that is 
interesting is safety psychology. Psychol- 
ogy is the science which treats of the 
mind in any of its aspects. Industrial 
psychology deals with the behavior of 
persons at work. Safety psychology has 
to do with this work behavior as it 
affects their safety. We can apply safety 
psychology to the person newly come 
to join us, or newly converted. 

When an individual identifies him- 
self with the Christian church he brings 
with him certain abilities and mental at- 
titudes either latent or more or less fully 
developed. These abilities and attitudes 
will have influence upon the manner in 
which he accepts responsibilities and in 
which he responds to suggestions. See- 
ing the person in actual contact with 
fellow believers, it is possible to eval- 
uate his character traits and abilities. He 
manifests likes and dislikes, beliefs 
and disbeliefs, serenity and irritability, 
devotion and indifference. Correctly 
guided and trained, he may avoid the 
accidents that can result in his moving 
away from Christian influence—possibly 
for all time. 

Much of the knowledge of human 
behavior has been ccrystalized into 
short statements which are worth keep- 
ing in mind. (1) Faulty behavior con- 
sists of doing the wrong thing or failing 
to do the right thing or not doing enough 
of the right thing. (2) It is far easier to 
form a new habit than to eradicate an 
old one. (3) Education is slow, adult 
education is slower, adult re-education is 
slowest of all. (4) The capacity of the 
human mind is limited to relatively few 
ideas concerning any subject. (5) Lead- 
ers, teachers, supervisors must never get 
discouraged. 

In conclusion, a few generalizations. 
First, younger persons not thoroughly 
indoctrinated (a term recently given 
general usage) do leave the influence of 
the church. Second, that moving out is 
accidental in that it was unplanned and 
unforeseen. ‘Third, we as Christians 
who are interested in soul saving have

Half of Marriages May End in Divorce 

‘Figures indicate that the alarming in- 
crease in divorce is not abating. Certain 
sociologists estimate that by 1965 more 
than half of all marriages in this country 
will end in divorce. Investigation dis- 
closes that the chief cause for divorce is 
improper preparation for marriage. Alco- 
holism, however, runs a close second. 
Supreme Court Judge Edwin M. Rob- 
son asserts: “From an examination of 
some 300 cases in my court, I have found 
that in approximately 72 per cent the 
causes of the marital difficulties were 
directly or indirectly attributable to 
liquor.” While this is unquestionably 
true, the real underlying cause is the 
lack of recognition of God's interest in 
the life, and the failure to give His 
Word the central place in the home. 
Until these are restored, there will never 
‘be a proper evaluation of the perman- 
ence of marriage, and the resulting 
safety of the home. 

The Uncertainty of Life 

In 1928, a very important business 
meeting was held in a large Chicago 
hotel. It was attended by ten of the 
world’s most successful financiers, name- 
ly; the presidents of the largest inde- 
pendent steel company; of the National 
City Bank; of the greatest utility com- 
pany; of the greatest gas company; of 
the New York Stock Exchange and of 
the Bank of International Settlements; 
‘and, in -addition, the greatest wheat 
speculator, a member of the cabinet of 
the President of the U.S., the greatest 
“bear” in Wall Street, and the head of 
the world’s greatest monopoly. All would 
agree that these men had found: the 
secret of making money, and of securing 
the best of earth’s possessions. But their 
later history reveals how utterly they 
failed in life. 

Charles Schwab, the president of the 
largest independent steel company, died 
a bankrupt, who had lived on borrowed 
money five years before his decease. 

James Stillman, president of the Na- 
tional City Bank, died insolvent; and 
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Samuel Insull, the president of the great- 
est utility company, a fugitive from 
justice, died penniless in a foreign land. 

Howard Hopson, president of the 
largest gas company, is insane; and 
Richard Whitney, president of the New 
York Stock Exchange, was recently re- 
leased from Sing Sing penitentiary. 

Leon Fraser, president of the Bank 
of International Settlements, died a 
suicide. 

Arthur Cutten, the greatest wheat 
speculator, died abroad, insolvent, while 
Albert Fall, formerly a cabinet member, 
was pardoned and allowed to go home 
from prison to die. 

Jesse Livermore, the greatest “bear,” 
killed himself, and Ivar Kruegar, the 
head of the greatest monopoly, also took 
his own life. 

Surely this is a startling illustration 
of the Scriptural teaching of the folly 
of laying up treasures on earth and not 
being rich in spiritual assets. 


Foolish Americans 

The people of America spend $750 
for amusements and luxuries for every 
dollar they contribute to foreign mis- 
sions. They lay up treasure for them- 
selves instead of being “rich toward 
God” (Luke 12:21) and God calls such 
people “fools.” 


Suicides in Nation Nearly Doubled 
Slayings in 1946 

The public health service reported a 
total of 14,782 persons killed them- 
selves, while 7,412 were killed by others. 
This followed the same pattern as in 
1944, when there were 13,231 suicides 
and 6,553 homicides. 


Suddenly Destroyed 

News headlines are filled with the 
shocking narratives of “sudden deaths,” 
“Worst Hotel Fire in History of U.S. 
Claims Lives of 120.” “Mine Explosion 
Kills 15.” “Air Tragedy ‘Takes Lives of 
28.” Each day the automobile accidents 
add to the endless toll, and scores of 
other accidents keep up their devastat- 


ing work. It would be unfair to stat 
that all who are suddenly called int 
eternity have been of those who hav 
“hardened their necks” against God’ 
will; but, nevertheless, there is a reall 
warning for all in Proverbs 29:1. “He, 
that being often reproved hardeneth his 
neck, shall suddenly be destroyed, and 
that without remedy.”
